Hours of Operation (subject to change): Monday - Friday first 
car LOam; Saturday, Sunday and Holidays 8am; last car up 8pm 
and last car down 9:45pm. Tramway closes in inclement weather. 
Tramway is closed for annual maintenance in September (please check our 
website for exact dates).

at the Valley Station, elevation 2,643 feet, and transports you 
to the Mountain Station, elevation 8,516 feet. During your ascent, 


you will pass through five unique life zones, from the Mexican 


Sonoran Desert to an Alpine wilderness. Along the way, you'll 


observe special plants and animals distinct to each zone. 


Up top, discover an incredible scenic wonderland in Mt. San 
Jacinto State Park encompassing over 50 miles of hiking crails, 
primitive campgrounds, a ranger station and an adventure 
center for winter activities during snow season. Amenities 
include two restaurants, cocktail lounge, viewing areas, 


natural history museum, documentary theaters and gift shops. 


Facilities 
include complete accessibility features such as an elevator at 
the Valley Station, ramp to tram cars, a Mountain Station

+ he Palm Springs Aerial Tramway is a major gateway to the 
Santa Rosa and San Jacinto Mountains National Monument 
| traversing the southerly side of the Coachella Valley—officially 
designated a treasured natural and cultural resource by a special 
act of the U.S. Congress in 2000. 

Many of the monument’s beautiful hiking trails begin 

at the top of the Tramway and extend over the San Jacinto 
Mountains to the outskirts of Idyllwild. 

A wide variety of the monument’s plants and animals 

are found in the Mt. San Jacinto State Park and 

} Wilderness Area — mountain lions, bighorn sheep, 
coyotes and raccoons to pinyon pines, yucca, prickly 

{ pear and poppies.

Valley Station

Museum - Located 
across from the Valley 
Gift Shop, includes displays on 
the construction and early years of the Tramway. 

Historical Display Panels - Located in the 
Lobby, learn about the geology and history of 
Chino Canyon. 
Cascade Patio - Offers views of the tram 
cars and Johnson Falls. Telescopes available. 
Popp Park - Just off the patio, enjoy a 
short walk with inviting picnic benches 
along the way. Check out the paw prints 
and see if you can tell what animal made 
them. Need help? There are signs that 
tell you. 
Tram View Patio - Located up the stairs near the 
gift shop, offers a unique view of the tram cars and 
Chino Canyon.

Mountain Station 


Long Valley Deck - Located on the 
Main Level, offers an expansive glimpse of 
the beautiful Mt. San Jacinto State Park. 
Desert View Terrace - Restaurant 
patio located on the Upper Level, features 
panoramic views of the Coachella Valley, 
and an outside deck with telescopes. 


Grubbs View - Located up 
the stairs alongside the 
Desert View Terrace, a 
unique 360-degree view of 
the valley and wilderness. 
Sorry, not handicapped 
accessible. Closed during 
inclement weather. 

Nature Exhibits - 
Located on Lower Level, features exhibits on 
animals and plants native to Mt. San Jacinto State Park. 


Park Visitors Center - Located on the Lower Level, 

Mt. San Jacinto State Park volunteers provide park information 

and trail maps as well as operate the park’s Natural History 

Association bookstore. Open 7 days a week from 
8am - 4pm when staffing is available. Hours 
are subject to change. 


Documentary Theaters - Santa Rosa 
Theater - Located on Lower Level next to 
Nature Exhibits area, features an entertaining 
18-minute film titled “Building on a Dream,” 

tracing the unique history of the Palm Springs 
Aerial Tramway. Shown daily. Times vary. 

San Jacinto Theater - Located on Lower Level, 
features a film on the Mt. San Jacinto State Park 
and Wilderness Area. Shown daily. Times vary. 


Culver Patio - Located outside the Mountain 
Station Lower Level, enjoy sweeping views of 
Mt. San Jacinto State Park.

ACTIVITIES AT THE TOP 


Mt. San Jacinto State Park and 
Wilderness Area 


The park, encompassing 14,000 acres of pristine 
wilderness, offers a wide array of recreational activities. 


Self-Guided Nature Walks - Follow the posted 
nature trail signs around a 3/4-mile loop. Self-guided 
nature trail maps are available at the turnstile or at 
the Park Visitors Center. 


Guided Nature Walks - Available Saturdays and 
Sundays from Memorial Day Weekend through Labor 
Day Weekend. Times and meeting place are posted in 
Long Valley at the bottom of the concrete pathway. 


Hiking - The Mc. San Jacinto State Park and Wilderness 
Area has over 50 miles of trails. Trail maps can be purchased 
at the gift shops or Park Visitors Center. Permits (free) are 
required to enter Wilderness Area. Obtain them from the 
Ranger Station located in Long Valley. 

Various trail options are available, depending on level of interest 
and experience, for the... 


Novice Hiker - Desert View Trail, a 1/%-mile loop 
with incredible views of the Coachella Valley. 


Experienced Hiker - Round Valley Trail, a 5-mile 
round-trip hike featuring a fern-lined alpine meadow. 


Expert Hiker - San Jacinto Peak Trail, a 12-mile 
round-trip hike to the top of the second highest peak 
in Southern California. 


Camping - Allowed in any of the primitive campsites 
designated throughout the state park. Permits are 
required. Reservations are recommended. $5.00 fee per 
person for camping. For more 
information, call (951) 659-2607 
or www.parks.ca.gov. 


Adventure Center 


Family Fun - For an exciting 
adventure, rental snowshoes, 
cross-country skis, Yaktrax and 
poles are available for the entire 
family. The center is located in 
Long Valley. Follow the signs 
posted at the bottom of the 
concrete pathway. Open mid-November through 
mid-April, snow conditions permitting. Sleds and 
winter related items are available for purchase.
